Thus far Lilly, but I find very odd and ſurprizing pre- 
liftions or rather Prophecies written by Michael Noſtra- 
umus of France, foretelling the Downfal of the French 
Monarch, tho in a very odd ſtyle and uncouth way of ex- 
reefling himſelf ; but whether Fear or what elſe made him 
uſe ſuch ambiguous Phraſes I know not, I find one or two 
RKanzas commented upon by Mr. Truſſwell Recorder of Lin- 
als in his Book call'd The Fortune of France, yiz.

by their Deſtiny, had not prevented it. 

I might add, to render theſe Conjectures more probable, 
many other Rational Arguments as that old and ſo often
